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(The following proceedings 
were held in open court.) 

THE COURT: Let the record show this is Kevin R. 
Kramer and Julia C. Eickmeier, E-i-c-k-m-e-i-e-r, Cause 
Number 2015-F-153. 

Present in court is Mr. Kramer with his 
attorneys, Mr. Steele and Mr. Querciagrossa. And 
Ms. Eickmeier is present in court with her attorney, 

Mr. Miskel1. 

We are in the midst of hearing just on the 
petition for Order Of Protection. Correct? 

MR. MISKELL: Yes, ma'am. 

THE COURT: Did we set all those additional dates 
just for hearing on the Order of Protection? 

MR. MISKELL: Yeah. 

THE COURT: Okay. All right. 

Before we came into court or before we went on 
the record, I had a discussion with counsel. And we had a 
hearing date set for tomorrow all day, but there's a 
conflict on the schedule. So, we may not start until 
tomorrow afternoon, or we may not be able to use tomorrow. 

So we picked out some additional days and we'll 
enter an order for all those additional days at the end of 
today's hearing. 
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When we were last here on January 26th, we 
finished the testimony of Ms. Flores. Is that correct, Mr. 
Steele? 

MR. STEELE: That is correct, your Honor. 

THE COURT: And is that your understanding as well, 
Mr. Miskell? 

MR. MISKELL: Yes, ma'am. 

THE COURT: All right. Then, Mr. Steele, call your 
next witness. 

MR. STEELE: Okay. 

MR. MISKELL: As a housekeeping matter, Judge, I just 
wanted to make sure that the record reflected that the 
psychological eval of Midwest Behavioral Risk Management, 

Dr. Brenzinger, that that has been marked and accepted as an 
exhibit in the case. 

THE COURT: It was. It was a Joint Exhibit 1, I 
believe. 

MR. MISKELL: Joint 1? 

THE COURT: Yes. 

MR. MISKELL: Thank you. 

THE COURT: Okay. Go ahead, Mr. Steele. 

You want to swear her in? 

(The witness was thereupon duly 
sworn.) 
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THE COURT: Mr, Steele, go ahead. 

MR. STEELE: Thank you, Judge. 

MS. LISA TREVIER, 

having been previously sworn, upon oath testified as follows 
to wi t: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. For the record please state your name, and 
spell your last name for the court reporter. 

A. My name is Lisa Trevier. And it's T-r-e-v as 
in Victor i-e-r. 

Q. How are you employed? 

A. I'm with the State of Illinois Department of 

Children and Family Services as a Child Protection 
Investigator. 

Q. And what training have you had for that? 

A. Urn, when I started this almost thirty years 

ago, we had in-service training. It was a three-week 
training. And then we have various trainings throughout the 
years. And then whatever is mandatory training, sexual 
harassment, things like that. 

Q. Do you have training in sexual abuse of minors? 

A. Urn, many years ago, yes. 

Q. Okay. 
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A. And I also have been trained on Child First 
which is to do forensic interviewing of children. 

Q. So are you often called upon to do forensic 
interviews of children? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

I will direct your attention then to Julia 

Eickmeier. 

Are you familiar with Julia Eickmeier? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Have you performed an investigation of her 


previously? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

When did that investigation take place? 

A. 

Urn, November of 2015. 

Q. 

And was a report made at that time regarding 


Julie? 


A. 

Yes, it was. 

Q. 

What was the nature of that report? 

A. 

That report was in reference to Julia taking 


Madeline up to Edwards Hospital. 

MR. MISKELL: Your Honor, just so we don't get off 
base, I believe she went November of 2016, last year. 

THE WITNESS: No, sir. 

MR. MISKELL: Okay. 

THE COURT: Okay. All right. Go ahead. 
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MR. MISKELL: Then I didn't get the last part of her 

answer. 

THE COURT: The report was in reference to -- 

THE WITNESS: Julia was taking Madeline up to Edwards 
Hospital because she believed that Madeline had been 
sexually abused by Mr. Kramer. 

BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. And you were asked to investigate Mr. Kramer or 
Miss Eickmeier? 

A. My report was in reference to Julia because 
that was the second or third time she had taken Madeline up 
there. And when she got there, she made the statements of 
sexual abuse. But then she would not let Madeline be 
examined. 

MR. MISKELL: Your Honor, I have to object for this 

reason: 

The reports that were given to me in discovery 
and that have been given to the Court involve four reports 
involving Mr. Kramer and only one report involving Julia, 
which is the 2016 investigation. 

She's now stating she did an investigation of 
Julia in 2015 and we haven't been provided any of those 
documents. 

THE COURT: Mr. Steele, where did you get the 
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documents from? 


MR. MISKELL: He introduced them into evidence when 
he had her supervisor testify. 

THE COURT: Mr. Steele. 

MR. STEELE: Well, there's been no discovery filed 
upon me to produce these reports. I think I can introduce 
the evidence I have available to me. 

MR. MISKELL: Except she testified that was the 
complete file of D.C.F.S. but for medical records that she 
didn't know whether they had or they did not have regarding 
these parties. 

THE COURT: Okay, hold on a second. 

I don't recall her giving you her file in 
court. Is that what you're saying occurred? 

MR. MISKELL: Mr. Steele marked the file. She 
testified that that was the D.C.F.S. file and she testified 
that it was complete. 

And then on cross-examination, I was asking her 
about the completeness. And she said that it was the 
narrative reports, but it did not include the medical 
records or any pictures or anything of that sort. And she 
did not know whether or not they had those still in their 
office. 

MR. STEELE: Your Honor, I have never tried to 
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introduce the completed D.C.F.S. file upon Mr. Kramer and 
Miss Eickmeier, which includes many, many more than what we 
are looking at in this hearing. 

The witness did not testify that was everything 
they had on Julia Eickmeier and Kevin Kramer. I only had 
them testify to certain specific investigations. 

THE COURT: I am looking through my notes. Just a 
minute. All right. My notes -- and, of course, these are 
not verbatim; but they are my notes. This is on your 
cross-examination, Mr. Miskell. 

MR. MISKELL: Right. 

THE COURT: It says she does not personally review 
the medical record. She did not personally review the 
medical records in this case. She printed out the case 
summaries. 

She has not brought everything from the 
D.C.F.S. file. She doesn't have individual case notes and 
medical records that were obtained. 

I don't see in here that there was a 
representation. Now they are my notes, so I am not telling 
you it's the transcript. But I don't see in here that there 
was a file turned over that was represented to be the 
complete file. 

Hold on. There was re-cross, though. 
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But I will say on direct exam there was 
reference to a November 19, 2015 incident. And the witness 
at that time testified that it was flagged as FR for false 
reporting. 

So, let me turn back to the discovery issue. 

Was there discovery served, Mr. Miskell? 

MR. MISKELL: Not on that issue, Judge. 

THE COURT: All right. Then I'm going to let her 
testify. Objection is overruled. 

MR. MISKELL: Thank you. 

THE COURT: Go ahead. You can ask the question again 
if you want to. 

BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. I had asked you what the reporter told you that 
caused you to open an investigation on Julia Eickmeier at 
that time. 

MR. MISKELL: Objection. The reporters would be 
hearsay. 

THE COURT: Mr. Steele. 

MR. STEELE: Well, she opened an investigation. 

Those reports are typically made to D.C.F.S. anonymously. 

But the investigation was opened, so she did have a 
particular set of circumstances that she was investigating. 

THE COURT: His objection is hearsay. 
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MR. STEELE: It's not proving the truth of the matter 
stated therein. It's given to show what the scope of their 
investigation was. 

1HE COURT: All right. I will accept it for that. 

Go ahead. 

MR. STEELE: Okay. 

THE WITNESS: The report was made to our office. I 
don t recall who the reporter was. But it was made that it 
was a risk of harm based on the fact that she was taking 
Madeline to get another, to a hospital again for the second 
time to be examined for sexual abuse. 

BY MR. STEELE: 

Q' ^ part of your investigation, did you review 
the hospital records from Edwards Hospital regarding this 
matter? 

A. I would assume that I did, yes. 

Q- I will show you what’s previously been admitted 
as Father s Exhibit 1-C, which are hospital reports from 
November 24th and ask you if you can review those and see if 
that refreshes your recollection as to hospital records you 
did examine. 

MR. MISKELL: May I see the exhibit, please? 

MR. STEELE: You should have a copy of it. 

MR. MISKELL: May I see the exhibit, please? 
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THE WITNESS: This appears to be from 11-24 of '15. 

MR. MISKELL: May I see the records, please? 

THE COURT: Yes, you may. 

MR. MISKELL: Now, your Honor, was Father's Exhibit 
Number 1-C offered into evidence? 

THE COURT: And admitted, yes. 

MR. MISKELL: And admitted, okay. 

THE COURT: Wait, wait, wait. Hold on. 

MR. STEELE: January 15th they were admitted. 

THE COURT: We didn't have trial on January 15th, so 
that's a problem. 1-C. 

THE CLERK: I have Joint Exhibit 1. 

MR. STEELE: January 12th. These are all exhibits 
that were contained in our Request to Admit Genuineness of 
Documents, and the Court admitted all of those medical 
records. 

MR. MISKELL: However, I believe the Court -- we had 
a discussion with regards to just admitting genuineness of 
documents is not enough under the Federal Rules of Evidence 
and as adopted by the State of Illinois in 701, 703, and 708 
and 803. 

MR. STEELE: They have already been admitted as 
business records. 

THE COURT: I believe they are already in, but I just 
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want to double check. So just give me one second, okay? 

I can't tell from our records whether it was 
admitted. We have A, B, D, E, and F. 

MR. STEELE: My notes show that C was also offered 
and admitted at that time. 

MR. MISKELL: And I believe that I objected based 
upon what we were just discussing. 

THE COURT: You objected to all of those, but they 
were all admitted over objection. 

We are going to go forward, assuming it was 
admitted over objection. We'll have to pull -- you weren't 
our court reporter at that time. I will get the court 
reporter's transcript. 

Let's carry on as if it was admitted because I 
believe it was. Go ahead. 

BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. Was there a concern by the medical provider as 
to the presentation of this child to the hospital for 
medical testing and rape kits? 

MR. MISKELL: Objection. Goes to state of mind of 
the provider. 

THE COURT: Mr. Steele, your response? 

MR. STEELE: I can rephrase it. 

THE COURT: Go ahead. 
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BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. What was the -- again, what was the nature of 
your investigation into this matter? What were you 
investigating? 

A. The concern that was called to the Hot Line was 

that she was being brought in for another exam with another 

allegation of sexual abuse. The concern was the possibility 
of Munchausen by Proxy. 

Q. What was that based upon, if you know? 

A. Because this was not the first or second time 
this child had been to an ER for an exam for a possible 
rape. 

Q. Based upon that, did you then make certain 
recommendations to Julia regarding going forward? 

A. Yes, I did. 

Q. And what did you do? 

A. Urn, Julia and I had spoke at great length about 
her concerns with her daughter being sexually abused. I had 
recommended to her, because she was having a difficult time 
dealing with this, in that she seek out counseling. 

She had, in fact, found somebody to go to while 
I was still working with her and she was seeing them. She 
had seen the one person one time and was charged an 
exorbitant amount of money. And then she agreed to take a 
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caseworker in the end to try to link her up with some other 
services. 

Q. And what do you mean by "caseworker"? What 
services are provided there? 

A. Urn, a caseworker is somebody who can speak on 
her behalf to try to find her a therapist or a counselor 
that can fit her schedule, that can fit what Julia needs. 

Q. Okay. And who was the caseworker you assigned 

to her? 

A. Judith Allen from the, from Youth Service 

Bureau. 

Q. Do you know if she followed through on those 
services being provided? 

A. She worked with Judith for a short time period 
and then I believe the case was closed. 

Q. All right. Have you had other contact with 
this matter? 

A. With -- 

Q. The Eickmeier and Kramer matter? 

A. Yes, I did. 

Q. What was that contact? 

A. I was asked to do a Child Advocacy Center 
interview with Madeline in Dawn Mateika's investigation. 

Q. Okay. What were the allegations in that 
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investigation, if you know? 


A. Sexual abuse allegations. 

Q. And did you then do an interview with Madeline? 
A. Yes, I did. 

Q. When did that interview take place? 

A. I would have to look at my notes. It was in 

2016. 

Q. All right. Do you have your notes with you? 

A. I do have an interview note, yes. 

Q. Do you want to refer to those? 

A. Thank you. 

THE COURT: Do you have any objection, Mr. Miskell? 
MR. MISKELL: Only if it will aid in her 
recollection. But I would prefer — well, this is fine. 

THE COURT: Okay. No objection. Go ahead. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. It was May 31st of 2016. 

BY MR. STEELE: 

Q. All right. Where did that take place at? 

A. At the Child Advocacy Center here in Ottawa. 

Q. Who was present? 

A. Dawn Mateika was present. I don't know who the 
rest of the people were in the back room. 

Q. Okay. You were in a separate room with 
Madeline? 
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A. 

Yes, sir. 

Q. 

And they were observing your interaction with 

Madeline? 


A. 

Yes, sir. 

Q. 

Okay. And are you trained, as you have 


testified to, are you trained to interview children of this 
age regarding sexual abuse? 


A. 

Yes, sir. 

Q. 

What's your training in that regard? 

A. 

There's a week-long class called Child First. 


It's an intensive training. You, you learn how to do the 
interviews appropriately and how to do them on camera. 


Q. 

All right. You then proceed to interview 

Madeline? 


A. 

Yes, I did. 

Q. 

What happened during that interview? 

A. 

Urn, I developed a rapport with Madeline. I met 


Madeline on a couple other occasions, so I was familiar with 
her and she was familiar with me. 


Q. 

Okay. 

A. 

I do recall she called herself Garfield that 


day. She spoke about the different body parts on a body 
chart. She could identify ears, nose, toes. And then when 
we did the private areas, it was the poopoo or the poo. 
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And in interviewing her, you know, you ask her 
what happens at mom's house, what happens at dad's house, 
what good things, bad things. 

She didn't give any bad things happening at 
anybody's house; and she liked being with mom and she liked 
being with dad. 

Q. Did she know the difference between male and 
female bodies? 

A. She didn't seem to have a reference point on 
that, no. 

Q. You discussed inappropriate touching with her? 

A- Yes. That's -- towards the end of the 
interview I recall that because no statements were made, she 
is asked has anybody ever touched you in a way that you 
didn't like. She made no statements of anybody touching her 
at that time. 

Q. Based upon that did you reach a conclusion as 
to whether this child had been sexually abused? 

A. Urn, based on her interview alone, I would have 
said I don't have any evidence to show that, no. 

MR. STEELE: That's all the questions I have of this 
witness, your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Miskell. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 


BY MR. MISKELL: 

Q. Based solely on the interview, can you testify 
that there wasn't any abuse? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You don't know? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. And you said that you don’t recall what, if any 
medical records, you actually read; correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Now you said that you brought notes with you 

today? 

A. Yes. 

Q. May I see them? 

THE COURT: Any objection? 

MR. STEELE: The notes that she referred to to 
refresh her recollection, I think, are appropriate to show 
him. 

The other notes, if you didn’t refer to them, 
are not to be shown. If you didn't refer to them -- just 
show him the ones you referred to. 

THE WITNESS: Okay. 

BY MR. MISKELL: 

Q. How many other people were in the room besides 
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Q. 

A.

you and Dawn? 

A. I wasn't In the room with Dawn. 

Uh, you were in the room with Lisa Trevier? 

I am Lisa Trevier. 

You are Lisa Trevier. I am so sorry. 

That's okay. 

I thought it was just you and Madeline. 

Yes. 

There was nobody else at the CAC that the child 
had interacted with on that occasion? 

A- No, none that she interacted with. 

Q. Now disassociation, I am sure you're aware of 
that as a CAC Investigator; correct? 

A. What's that? I'm sorry. 

Q. Disassociation -- when children became 

disassociated. You understand that; right? 

A. Yes, yes. 

Q. Often times they refer to themselves in the 
third person or by another name; correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And, in fact, this child gave herself as 
another name? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And if I am not mistaken, during the actual 
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interview -- which you recorded; correct? 

A. They recorded. Yes, they did. 

Q. And to the best of your knowledge, if it's an 
open investigation or is an investigation that was 
indicated, they would keep that material? 

A. The police officer keeps the material. We do 

not. 

Q. Okay. Was that information in this case given 
to law enforcement? 

A. I can't say. I only did the interview. It was 
not my investigation. 

Q' All right. She denied Daddy does anything she 
doesn't like. At three, if this type of behavior had been 
occurring and had been occurring since one and a half or 
two, she may not know what is appropriate, likes or 
dislikes; correct? 

A. I didn't write that note. 

Q. But isn't that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Children -- when you are interviewing children, 

a lot of times the words they use with people they are 
comfortable with may be different than words they use with 
people they don't really know; correct? 

A. Yes. 
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Q. Now, how long did this whole interview last? 
A- I'll be honest with you, I don't recall. 

Q. Best of your memory, was it ten, 

fifteen minutes? 


A. No. I would have said longer. I don't think I 
have ever had a ten or fifteen minute interview. 

Q. Do you have to keep time sheets regarding these 
things, logs? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Would there have been anybody involved in the 
CAC interview system or process of recording the meeting 
that would be in charge of doing that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And who would that have been? 

A. Laurie McLaughlin is the Director of the CAC. 
She probably would have a log of that. 

Q. Now, Mom made an allegation against Dad. But 

Mom was the one who was investigated? 


A. Yes. 

Q. Because you guys unfounded and did not believe 
her on the prior occasions? 

A. No. There was also a report on Dad. 

Q. Okay. You didn't investigate the report on 

Dad? 
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A. 

No, sir. 

Q. 

Okay. Now, were any formal, I don't want to 


say charges, but allegations in November, 2015, made against 
my client for which you would be required to either find or 
un-find or indicate? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Do you have those documents with you today? 

A. 

No. 

Q. 

Were they unfounded? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Okay. In your training, isn't it true that a 


normal exam does not exclude the possibility of sexual abuse 
where exams sometimes follow non-acute incidents in like 
ninety-five percent of the cases? 


A. 

I don't know the percentage. But, yes, that is 

true. 


Q. 

And when evaluating concerns for abuse, history 


is always the most important element; correct? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Now with regards to these instances, did you 


follow up to do anything to see whether or not my client's 
report was Munchausen by Proxy? 

A. I spoke with the physician, the initial 
physician who -- the words came up Munchausen by Proxy. 
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Q. There was names given. Gordon Pearson. Did 
you have a conversation with Gordon Pearson? 

A. I don't know who Gordon Pearson is. 

Q. How about Beverly Schneider? Did you talk with 
Beverly Schneider? 

A. I don't recall that name, either. 

Q. Okay. Oh, the person who marks the CAC 

basically time line, do they mark from the time the child 
arrives to the time they leave, if you know? 

A. I don't know. I'm sorry. 

Q. That's okay. And Julia was there with the 
child? She brought the child to the appointment? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And she was accompanied by her attorney at that 
time, Tim Kohn; is that correct? 

A. She may have been. 

Q. If you know. 

A. Honestly, I don't recall. 

Q. All right. 

MR. MISKELL: That's all I have. 

THE COURT: Re-direct.

What is your position at D.C.F.S.?

As such, are you familiar with Julia Eickmeier? 
Yes. 

Have you had occasion to perform a couple 
investigations regarding Julia or Kevin Kramer? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What are those investigations, whatever you've 

done? 

A. What were the allegations? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I had three reports about the same time. I had 

a report on Julia for substantial risk of physical harm due 
to a domestic altercation. I had one on Kevin for sexual 
molestation. And I had one on Naperville Counseling Center 
for sexual molestation. 

Q. Let s start out with the Naperville Counseling 

Center. What was that allegation that you were 
investigating? 
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MR. MISKELL: Objection. Irrelevant as to Mr. Krame 
and Julia. We talked about this before. 

THE COURT: Mr. Steele, your response? 

MR. STEELE: We may have talked about it before, but 
I think there has been some evidence presented on it 
previously. And I think it is relevant that this woman is 
charging not just my client, but a number of people with 
sexually abusing this child. And it goes to her mental 
state, if nothing else.
